The u su al, false, assu mption is that high infant mor­ 
tality in the United States is du e to the fact that large 
nu mbers of black babies are lost in infancy . Dr. Frank 
P’alkner. associate director of the National Institu te of 
Child Health and Hu man Dev elopment. U.S. National 
Institu tes of Health, dispu tes this assu mption. 
Since 
only 15 per cent of the popu lation is black, ex clu ding 
them wou ld make the rate only two points lower, he 
points ou t. in fact, some poor whites hav e higher infant 
mortality rates. 
To improv e the chances for life and health for in­ 
fants born in America.

The resu lt was a demonstration of Commu nist influ ­ 
ence and power. For instance, the commission on Man 
and Env ironment dealt seriou sly with dru g abu se and 
family planning. So did the commission on edu cation. 
Bu t pro-Commu nists took the stage in the Commissions 
on Dev elopment and World Peace. 
They condemned 
American interv ention in the Dominican Repu blic u nani­ 
mou sly bu t div ided 73 to 71 on Sov iet interv ention in 
Czechoslov akia. 
The assembly was a disappointment also becau se 
y ou th, who were to dev elop their own new attitu des to­ 
ward world problems, simply echoed those of their eld­ 
ers. If they had any fresh ideas and insights into the 
problems that hav e baffled the world, they kept them 
to themselv es. Or they were kept from stating them by 
the pro-Commu nist grou ps who shou ted down or booed, 
catcalled, and table-pou nded into silence whatev er they 
did not like. 
The cost of bringing together the first y ou th assembly 
of $9 00.000 was a waste. It su rely will be the last, for 
the United States, which pay s the major share of United 
Nations costs, shou ld not fu nd another of these miser­ 
able shows of hate and disillu sionment.

W A S H I N G T O N - The 
Vietnam War shows signs of 
winding u p with a cease-fire. 
It m ay take sev eral months 
of 
negotiation

Conference. The cu rrent talk 
abou t elections and a coalition 
gov ernm ent is not likely to 
rem ain an issu e. 
What President Thieu has 
ju st said in a speech in Sou th 
Vietnam 
is 
perhaps 
more 
significant than any com ment 
he has m ade thu s far 
He 
declared 
that 
a 
cease fire 
m u s t. be 
controlled 
by 
an 
international 
"referee 
com 
m ittee." 
He 
reiterated 
a 
pledge m ade last October that 
his gov ernment is willing to 
discu ss with the Commu nists 
conditions of a cease-fire. 
The 
practicalities 
were 
really ou tlined by President 
Nix on in his press conference 
this week. He asserted that 
whatev er gov ernment is set 
u p after peace is established 
mu st be the resu lt of elections 
and 
"is 
something 
to 
be 
worked ou t by the people of 
Sou th 
Vietnam 
and 
by the 
elected 
representativ es 
and 
elected 
leaders 
of 
Sou th 
Vietnam ." He added: 
‘ ‘ B u t 
u nder 
no

c u m s t a n c e s

This does not prov ide for 
any elections in North Viet

v ision and that he will abide 
by the resu lts. 


Bu t will the Commu nists let

w arfare across the bou ndary 
and not necessarily any thing

The situ ation is not u nlike 
that which prev ails in Korea,

Sou th 
Korea 
has 
been protected, howev er, by

Melv in Laird has orders to 
withdraw some of these troops 
now from Korea.

M e a n vv h i 1 e . the United
